Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-3, 5-9, 11-19 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-3, 5-9,1 1-19 
have been found to be novel and the inventive because prior art record fails to show or teach a 
phase information combination section for combining the LCP information item, the 
authentication information item, and the NCP information item with each other to create data; an 
encapsulation section for encapsulating data combined by the phase information combination 
section into one frame conforming to a link layer used by the communication network; and a data 
transmission section to transmit the data encapsulated by the encapsulation section via the 
communication network to a communication apparatus as a destination
